Of the scholarship displayed iu this book none could have a doubt who 
knew the author’s History of Christian Art and Lives of the Lindsays. But 
as a poet his name is scarcely known, except to those who have seen his trans¬ 
lations of Songs and Ballads from German and other tongues, written many 
years ago. There is nothing hysterical, libidinous, or blasphemous in the 
poem ; therefore it is scarcely likely to suit the majority of readers of poetry. 
But there is on educated minority which will appreciate the simple beauty and 
strength of “ Argo,” and admire that combination of lofty thoughts and clear 
language with an intimate knowledge of Grecian story, which mokes it seem 
like a work of pure classical origin rather than of modern adaptation. The Quest 
of the Golden Fleece is an epic based on the old story of the Argonauts, and 
written in the heroic verse of Dryden, its plot so systematically designed and 
worked out so thoroughly, that the reader’s attention is never diverted from the 
central object of the poem. 

The Propylaeum is written in blank verse, and has no direct connexion 
with the story, but as a suggestion of the author’s views on many important 
questions of our time, it will be found singularly interesting even by those who 
may hold opinions of a very different stamp.

The book itself Is a curious one, deserving of study 
and consideration for the specimens of old English familar 
and conversational language, containing remarks upon 
almost every subject. Wc have ceased to admire it for 
its correct Latinity so highly thought of in the authors 
time. He was a native of Salisbury, a Fellow of New 
College, Oxford, and Master of Eton for the year 148$. 
After ne had resigned this post and retired into private life, 
being then an old man, his friend William Attwater, 
Bishop of Lincoln, persuaded him to publish the lessons 
he had used during his mastership. The sentences of 
which the book consists arc given in both Latin and Eng¬ 
lish, the latter not being in any way a literal translation, 
but a terse and idiomatic rendering of the sense; and 
events of his own time are sometimes alluded to. One of 
the statements—“The Tnrke hath kylde the great 
Sowdan,"—refers to the destruction of the Mamluk 
dynasty In Egypt by the Ottoman Sultau Selim, and the 
death of Kansu Gbaud* in 1516.

“ Omar could not lift the veil, but he has 
sung his inability in verses which must deeply 
touch the human heart.

and not by a Christian standard. 

“ There is certainly something in the 
I Oriental imagination which surpasses all that 
| Western imagination can effect m attempts to 
' give a glimpse of the infinite or absolute. 

“ No poetry existing, of course, approaches 
| the poetry of Isaiah and some of the Psalms, 
in the sweep of its images. But this may be 
i attributed to the divine truth which inspired 
the thought. 

“ Turn then to this far from pious poetry, 
| the very poetry of revolt and despair, and 
observe with what majesty the mere infinitude 
of the panorama is depicted, even on the 
author’s assumption that the whole panorama 
is an illusion and a snare.”— Spectator, March 
11, 1876, pp. 334 and 336.

One of the greatest impediments to the progress of Architectural Art in this country has been 
the difficulty of finding any building material which should unite durability with elegance, and 
should not at the same time be so expensive as to preclude its being generally employed. Stone 
suitable for building purposes is not found in many parts of the country, and especially not near the 
Metropolis. In addition to its expensiveness, stone soon becomes discoloured, and many kinds decay 
rapidly when exposed to smoke and atmospheric impurities. In all the south-eastern districts of the 
country brick is the usual substitute resorted to ; but, as hitherto employed, its shape and colour, 
combined with the smallness of its size, have resulted in extreme meanness of effect, and rendered 
its employment impossible when anything like artistic effect was aimed at. An escape from this 
dilemma has been attempted by covering the brickwork with stucco; but this is admitted to be at 
least a most undesirable makeshift. 

Under these circumstances, the employment of Terra-Cotta seems to offer a means of remedying 
this defect more readily than any other which has yet been suggested. It is more durable than 
stone; its colour may be toned down if desirable; its neatness and precioosness remove at once all

appearance of meanness; and it is capable of being moulded into ornaments of any amount of 
complexity or sharpness of detail. For a long time its employment in this country has been limited 
by fiscal regulations connected with the duty on bricks, and when resorted to, has too often been 
unsuccessful for want of refined and elegant models. Of late, however, several firms have undertaken 
its manufacture on a large scale, and can produce articles of elegance and durability. 

One great obstacle to the general introduction of Terra-Cotta ns a building material in England 
is the want of familiarity on the part of Architects with the modes in which it can be most artistically 
combined. The object of Mr. Grimer’s work on Terra-Cotta architecture is to supply this deficiency, 
and to furnish approved patterns and models. Many parts of Italy are similarly situated to England 
as regards building materials, and from early times Terra-Cotta has been there very generally used 
as the only means of meeting the difficulty. The Italians, with their inherent taste and artistic 
education, have worked it into forms of the most artistic beauty. In the north of Italy Terra-Cotta 
has been employed, not only in the erection of palaces and civic buildings, but also in churches and 
edifices of the most monumental class. 

The employment of this material has been attended with such signal success that the Terra-Cotta 
buildings of Italy, either in the Mcducval or Renaissance style, are at the present day, on the whole, 
better preserved, and generally more admired, than those erected in stone or marble. 

With a knowledge of these facts before us, it is hoped that, by placing in the hands of the British 
public detailed drawing" of a selection of the best Italian examples, the difficulties that impede the 
introduction of Terra-Cotta may he removed. Their study will enable the architect of the present 
day to stait at once from ti e | oint attained by the long experience of the Italians in the art, and 
from this source to produce designs wh.ch cannot fail to be pleu?>iiig and satisfactory. 

In order to imet these wants, the examples enumerated in the subjoined lists have been selected. 
They are such as seem best adaj ted not only to the requirements of modern church architecture, 
hut also such as may he advantageously used as suggestions for the decoration of either civic build¬ 
ings or private dwelling-houses in town or country. 

The drawings here reproduced in colour are the result of the long labours and studies of Signor 
Lose, whose taste and long practice of the eve has recovered—in many cases from buildings reduced 
to ruin by war, wanton dilapidation, dirt and neglect, rather than from effects of the wcathsr—orna- 
m< nts obliterated from the view of an ordinary observer. To a certain exteut his drawings may be 
styled discoveries. By patiently retracing, with his practised eye, every tint, every shade of colour, 
every s ratch, he has succeeded in rescuing and presenting to us the Italian architect’s original plans 
and designs restored to a freshness which they possessed when first built,

The many attacks upon the Bible which 
have been made by scholars and others during 
the last century and a half, have bad their due 
effect, spreading a sentiment of scepticism 
which is wholesome enough in its way, as tend¬ 
ing to foster a spirit of independent judgment 
in the minds of men; but few of those who 
think (or strive to think) in these islands pos¬ 
sess the opportunity of studying in the vernacu¬ 
lar a great mass of facts and opinions, drawn 
together in accessible form, upon the subject 
of Biblical religion. Dr. Inman deserves the 
thanks of all who would learn something upon 
this subject, for the industry and zeal with which 
he has collected instances and grouped facts, 
derived irom a vast number of the books and 
monuments of all creeds. The unlearned world 
thus obtains a true idea of the formidable bat¬ 
teries that are playing upon the structure of three 
thousand years; that stronghold of which many 
of the defences have already crumbled away, 
and others are fast perishing, but which still 
contains the Palladium of Christendom, and 
claims the allegiance of the best part of 
civilization. No one, to whatever class or 
religious denomination he may belong, can 
deny to this vigorous writer the title of an 
earnest and independent Thinker. 

Dr. Inman's pathetic preface would of 
itself disarm criticism. But his work on 
“Ancient Faiths and Modern” really contains 
a number of accurate and important facts, 
calculated to lead the reader to a more histo¬ 
rical estimate of Christianity. We are no 
admirers of his former works on “ Ancient 
Faiths Embodied in Ancient Names,” in 
which he commits as many acts of treason 
against philology os there are pages in the 


book. The present work is, happily, not based 
on names, but on published collections of 
myths and legends, and on translations of 
sacred books, which can be verified. Of cri¬ 
tical tact, indeed, there is little or no display; 
but the argument, though quite in the rough, 
is effective. Christianity is not an unique reli¬ 
gion, but rooted in nature-worship, and its 
sacred books are a medley of “gold, silver, 
recious stones, hay, stubble.” There still, 
owever, remains the question, What is it that 
gives the Biblical literature and the Biblical 
religion its strange fascination to childien of 
the West ? Granted that it has grown up 
naturally, granted that it is equalled or excelled 
in many points by other religions, is there not 
an undefined something which justifies its 
claim to be the religion of the highest races of 
the world, so long, that is, as they need a reli¬ 
gion ? And is this undefined something really 
uudefinable ? Dr. Inman appears to deny this 
stamp of superiority, but he writes in the spirit 
of the advocate, and has no true sympathy with 
the religious spirit in any of its manifestations. 
His own sketch of a religion of the future, on 
p. 473, is of the most unidc&listic character. 

The appendix contains a letter by Mr. G. 
St.Clair on the origin of the Sabbath,followed 
by the remarks of the author. Mr. St. Clair 
should have referred to Mr. G. Smith's 
“Annals of Assurbanipal,” where he would 
have found full particulars as to the Assyrian 
Sabbath.
